The 
specification uses "non-magnetic" throughout (page 2, line 25; page 7, line 21; 
page 9, line 14; page 10, line 31). Claim 1 should now be in condition for 


allowance. 

3. Claims 2-5 have been cancelled. 

4. Claim 6 now depends on allowable claim 1 and should thereby be allowable. 

5. Claim 7 now depends on allowable claim 6 and should thereby be allowable. 

6. Claims 8-11 now depend on allowable claim 1 and should thereby be allowable. 

7. Claim 12 depends on allowable claim 1 1 and should thereby be allowable. 

8. Claim 13 depends on allowable claim 12 and should thereby be allowable. 

9. Claims 14-15 depend on allowable claim 1 and should thereby be allowable. 

10. Claims 16-24 have been cancelled. 
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Applicants appreciate the Examiner's detailed consideration of the application and believe that 
the foregoing amendments place the application in condition for allowance and look forward to a 
timely Notice of Allowance.
